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Iran Vexed 


by Dispute 


with Khomeini’s Reign 


Iran has suffered recently by the internal and external 
discontent with their current regime, and with good reason. 
The government, under Ayatollah Ruholla Khomeini. 
suggests to Iranians and the world that power corrupts, no 
matter who you are 

There is now little dispute that the Shah of lran abused 
the people of his country, engaging in elitist nobility and the 
imprisonment of dissidents and rebels. The revolution was 
an overdue and welcome change to Iran's terrorist reign 
which was second only to that of Idi Amin 

But, the change the revolution brought has turned sour 
The jails are still filled with political dissenters. the popula 
tion is still ignorant two years alter the overthrow, and the 
execution teams still try to eliminate those considered 
dangerous to the regime 

There are examples of corruption tha come from 
inside the country, such as ngged elections, elitism that the 
Iranian people sought to destroy, and, perhaps the worst of 
the corruption, the abuse of the Koran. 

After the ousting of Bani-Sadr, a presidenual election 
was scheduled, with four men running. At the time of the 

election, one man had already been assassinated 

Since Khomeini told the people they were not Moslem if 
they did not vote, they turned out in force yet 80 percent of 
the voters put blank ships of paper in the ballot boxes. The 


Corruption was evident in the way the election was run. Of 
the three surviving candidates. only late President Mo.- 
hammad Ali Rajai’s name was placed in big letters on the 
election tote board, so those too ignorant to read or write 
asked to vote lor the “Big One” (the largest name on the 
board. ) 

The same elitism that the people overthrew two years 
ago still exists today. Special attention is given to Kho 
meim, and denied to the rest of the people of Iran. Doctors 
are flown in from all over the world. and he receives 
specialized medical treatrnent for canc er, while the people 
are forced to do with little or no medical assistance 

The greatest effect of the political corruption on tne 
people of Iran is Khomeini’s interpretation of the Koran 
He says you are not Moslem if you do not vote. He says 
you are not Moslem if you are male. and you hold a baby 
on your stomach. He says you are not Moslem if you talk 
to a woman who is not your wife. But the Koran has no 
mention of these things. Is he reading a different book? 
There have been good things to come out of the revolu 

There are no longer beggars in the streets with 
nowhere to live, or starving peasants in outer villages. But 
this can hardly make up for the fear that grips the people of 
that country who have been denied their freedom more 
than ever under the auspices of service to God

While staying with German tnends 
and relatives and traveling extensively 
throughout the Federal Republic of Ger 
many this summer, | saw that anti- 
Americanism is very real and wide 
spread in that country, contrary to mph 
cations in American newspapers that 

only extremist groups such as the Baader 
Meinhoff Gang are anti-American 
Almost every person | spoke to, 
young and old, from various political 
groups and movements, from various 
walks of life, denounced the United 
States government's foreign policy asa 





whole and the United States weapons 
pohey in Germany in particular 
Though the Social Democrats. the 
Christian Democrats, the Socialists. the 
Facists and the squatters or punkers 
disagreed on many issues, they were 
overwhelmingly convinced that though 
American troops stationed in Germany 
are now a deterrent to Soviet invasion, 
Germans are convinced the United 
States government 1s not interested in 
protecting the German people, the US 
18 interested in protecting Amencan bus 
iness interests and the Americans are 
now becoming occupiers enforcing Pres. 
ident Reagan's will against the interests 
of the German people. They see the U.S 
government as playing an mmpenalisty 
game of chess with Germany as the 
chess board and the German people and 
the neutron bomb as the playing preces 


Any Reagan plan to put neutron 
bombs in the country which is already 
heavily infested with American bombs 
and troops is seen as a move which 
shows that the German people are not 
being considered. The neutron bombs 
would not only kill soldiers, but would 
also cause a slow and painful death for 
most of the civilian population because of 
the bombs’ wide ranging radiation field 
~ of course leaving the buildings and 
factones intact 

The sites of the American missiles 
and bombs in Germany are known to be 
the most heavily populated industnal 
areas in Germany. Should war break 
out, the Soviets could instantly destroy 
almost all of Germany by bombing these 
areas.

Plant Ready 
Despite Risks

Despite the U.S. Geological Survey's 
announcement of an active earthquake 
fault that 1s capable of producing a quake 
larger than Pacific Gas and Electric ever 
planned for, the Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant is ready to operate pending 
final approval by the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commussion. The Hosgri fault which lies 
two and one hall miles off the coast at the 
Diablo site is, the U.S.G.S. reports, a 
major one in the Califorma network of 
faults. In addition to the already-voiced 
hazards of nuclear power plants, we feel 
that the added risk of @ potential major 
earthquake is responsible and a hazard 
to all life in and around Diablo Canyon. 
We feel that the current energy policy 
should be shilted to more conservation 
and the development of solar, wind, tidal, 
biomass, conversion, and cher forms of 
clean, safe, renewable energy sources. 
The risks inherent in nvclear energy par. 
ticularly Diablo Canyon are a concern to 
all of us. 

Today, at 12 ,00n, University Union 
south lawn, in concert with many cam- 
puses around the state, we ask you to join 
us in a ray to support the blockade of 
Diablo Canyon 


around cam- 
pus. These warn that will be ie.

Boogaard has been playing sox 
cer for about 14 years. He was 
introduced to soccer through his 
family, which was very active in 
soccer leagues in Cerritos. Boo- 
gaard’s father was president of a 
league, and his brothers played in 
other area soccer leagues 

Boogaard feels that he was raised 
on soccer and that it become his livh- 
hood, but the game was never forced 
upon him 

“My father never said, ‘You have 
'o kick the soccer ball around,’ It was 
always my decision,” he said. 

After spending about seven years 
in city league soccer, Boogaard made 
the varsity soccer squad during his 
four years of high school. In his jun- 
ior and senior years he was his 
league's most valuable player and 
was named to the all-California Inter. 
scholastic Federation (CIF) team. 
He then went on to play at Cerrritos 
College 

Boogaard said that the Hornets 
have a good relationship with head 
coach Amur Jabery, and that Jabery 
has introduced Boogaard to little dif.

All the songs on the radio sound the same to you? 
Perhaps a visit to the Sacramento Songwnters Showcase 
may be worth your while 

The first fall concert featured onginal compositions 
fram each of the performers, running the gamut of mellow 
rock to good ol’, foot-stompin’ country western 

Faye English opened up the concert with several vocal 
ballads, complimented by an electric piano. English’s 
voice, combined with innovative « ompositions, was very 
touching. 

Without a break, the Rosalee Mears Band was intro. 
duced. They brought a mellow sound with good rhythm 
guitar. Rosalee reached beyond her vocal range on occa 
sion, yet the group was exceptional 

After a brief intermission, the Prophets of Soul as 
saulted the audience with arrangements that were remunis 
cent of Barry White and the Atlanta Rhythm Section 
Their group consisted of several percussionists, a guitarist 
bass and five vocalists. The vocals were sharp and clean 
with a solid pop-rock sound. The jammung of the instru 
mentalists was particularly enjoyable 

The most versatile of all the performers was Sweet 
Feat. These foiks consisted of two husband and wife 
teams, the former strumming guitars and the latter adding 
the vocals. The guitar licks were complemented by the 
vocalist’s harmonies. Several times they had the audience 
toe-tapping and hand-clapping. | ven with a minimal 
amount of instruments, the songs worked well. Some of the 
songs contained a country/western, bluegrass flavor 
while others demonstrated a blues-style musical influence 

Now in its fourth year of operation, the Showcase 
started as an informal gathering of songwriters with the 
need tor self-expression and feedback. The Showcase has 
now grown into a strong orgamzation that meets the needs 
of the songwniter/musician 

According to director Martin Cohen, the Showcase 
regularly auditions fifteen groups for each of the slots in its 
mortthly concerts. These concerts provide the musicians a 
chance to try out their material or an audience which may 
consist of publishers, club owners, or recording agents 
From there, the groups may be able to land jobs in clubs 

In addition to the concerts, the Sacramento Songwri 
ters Showcase also offers workshops for the performer in 

demo-recording, song-evaluation, and the art of songwrit 
ing. Other topics discussed are publhshing, contracts 
copywriting and marketing of songs 

Cohen also pointed out that performers don't have to b 
members of the Showcase to try out. “We have no particu 
lar musical preference. All we are looking for is something 
original in either jazz, folk, rock, gospel or whatever 
Cohen. 

The next Sacramento Songwriter's Showcase concert

In anticipation of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission's possible 
decision to allow the Diablo Canyon 
Nuclear Plant to conduct a low-level 
test of its reactor, a spokesperson for 
the Abalone Alliance announced 
Thursday that its members were 
converging on the area for a future 
blockade of the power plant. 

Teri Paul, a spokesperson for the 
Sacramento Abalone Alliance Affin. 
ity Group, said that over 200 Aba- 
lone Alliance Affinity Groups will 
immediately begin sending members 
to San Luis Obispo to participate in 
the blockade. 

Although Paul did not know how 
many members would take part in 
the blockade, she said that between 
20 and 30 members from the Sacra-

The Nuclear Regulatory Com 
mission is to decide on September 21 
whether to issue a low-level testing 
license to Diablo Canyon. If the 
license is issued, and P.G. & E. offi- 
cials are expected within 10 days to 
announce a plan to load the fuel rods 
and begin testing the reactor at a 
5-percent capacity. 

According to Paul, the block- 
ade's purpose is to prevent the 
workers from entering the plant to 
load the fuel rods. The fuel for the 
reactor is already on the site. 

Those members of the Abalone 
Alliance Affinity Groups who will 
participate in the blockade have 
been trained in non-violent demon- 
stration techmques.

Later, the CSUS government de 
partment recommended Farhang re- 
ceive a $1,241 pay raise annually 
The Califorma Legislature learned of 
this and threatened to hold up the 
CSUS budget.

According to Paul, there will both 
a land and a sea blockade, with 
Greenpeace providing the parent ship 
for the sea blockade. the U.S. Coast 
Guard, however, has declared a 
stretch of ocean adjacent to Diablo 
Canyon to be off-limits. 


According to Paul, the Abalone 
Alliance will continue the blockade 
until the NRC and the Board of 
Directors of P.G. & E. publically 
guarantee that Diablo Canyon w)!! 
never operate as a nuclear facility

term of office is tied up in the busi 
ness affairs of the corporation 

The merging of corporation and 
government not only affects the 
duties of the senate but also creates a 
constitutional problem for ASI's exe: 
utive leadership 

In the private sector, McAmis 
said, the corporation president “is an 
employee of the board (of directors) 
The chairman of the board 
always has control over the presi 
dent.” 

Not so at ASI. There the ASI 
president is elected by the stock 
holders of the corporation, the stu 
dent body, and serves as chief execu 
tive. 

ASI's organizational chart, of 
course, is that of a corporation which 
places the president below the 
boards of directors; but like the cor 
stitution and the statutes concerning 
this matter, the organizational chart 
is just so much paper 

“Who actually exercises that func 
tion (of top-ranking member) de 
pends upon the personality of the 
person that’s in that office,” McAmis 
noted. 

McAmis cited his own exper 
ience with former ASI President 
Peter Young and former Senate 
Chair Kevin Stevens (1978-79) as 
the worst example of the president 
senate chair conflict and how it made 
his job more difficult. 

“A lot of the time you have these 
personality conflicts and this pos) 
tioning for power in the (ASI) admin 
istration. When the politics gets in 
volved, | bow out. | have no desire to 
get involved in it.” 

Each of the three major figures at 
ASI, the president, the vice-presi 
dent and the senate chair, inherits the 
strengths and weaknesses of those 
positions and adds to them the 
strengths and weaknesses of his or 
her character. A president can be 
prime mover or a figurehead; the 
senate chair, a master politician or a 
mere parharnentanan; the vice-presi 
dent, a power of the purse or a self 
effacing clerk. 

The important thing to remem 
ber, according to former ASI Presi 
dent Joe Gibson (1979-81) is that 
“the president concentrates on the 
campus as a whole” and not on stu 
dent government. He sits on a num 
ber of campus-wide committees and 
boards, his appointments to ASI 
executive and judicial boards are 
many 

As such, the president's influence 
with the senate works through the 
forces that surround it: the adminis. 
tration, the student body, organiza 
tions and clubs, his own executive 
board and committee appomtees, 
and the campus newspaper 
- “The senate yields to external 
force,” Gibson told the Hornet, and 
is “incredibly sensitive when it comes 
to opinion.” 

“Why do you think we scrutinize 
the paper (Hornet)? We want to 
make sure we know what's in there 

— It’s probably not even valid because 
the paper's not a legitimate voice of 
the students anyway. It gets people's 

Nevertheless, “Student govern 
Ment, any government, is really, 
teally susceptible to any kind of pub- 

y. 

Of the three major officers, the 
president relies most on his powers of 
pursuasion and a continual dialogue 
with others, Like the federal Consti 
tution, the ASI constitution is not 
very specific about presidential 


powers. 

_ “The definition of power is flexi. 
ble and it’s up to the president to 
determine whether he is to be pow sr 
ful or not, and he does that by the 
. nature of his own abilities,” Gibson
